no tenure of office, and the PoBtmaster- 
General can appoint whom he chooses 
to fill the office. 


The General Laud Office has just is- 


sued u corrected list of the various 
United States Laud offices in the differ- 
ent States and Territories.

I am sorry to have any young people, 
friends of mine, want to go to Washing- 
ton, but they get set on it and g« they 
will.

The third volume of the bistor/ of 


California has just been published, and 
is fully up to the standard for high 
character, which has been so fully 
awarded to all of Mr. Hubert How Ban- 
croft's literary undertakings. It is known 
that Mr. Bancroft possesses the largest 
library ever collected for any single 
literary purpose, and his works testify 
plainly that he makes it contribute all 
it contains to render his narrative sub- 
stantial and rich, and to attain his high- 
est ambition in making his histories full 
and complete in every respect and a 
standard work for nil generations. 
The 


following clipping sufficiently denotes 
the contents of the -volume, which will 
be found of particular iuterest to the 
careful student of history: 


In the preceding volume I have com- 


pleted the annals of California an a 
province of Spain and of the Mexican 
empire to the year 1824. In the present 
vjlame I continued its history as a tei- 
ntory and department of tbe Mexican 
republic to 1840.

are the chronological limits assigned, it 
has besn found convenient, as already 
explained, to make the subdivisions of 
time and topics agree exactly.

land explorations, growth of foreign in- 
fluence, the up-building of commercial 
industry, and the complicated series of 
political and sectionar controversies. 
At the end of the volume I continue 
alphabetically the biographical register 
of pioneers began iu volume ii.

His 
next effort was to try and get in j'lil as a 
fighter. He had nearly succeeded when 
be was bundled off to Delaware as a 
school teacher. This is the only train- 
ing he has had to hold any office. 


Opposition to Edmund*.

Ex-Gov. Smith of Vermont is 


making a still hunt to capture Edmunds' 
seat in the United State Senate. None 
of Smith's personal friends dare come 
out and say he is a candidate, but they 
act as though he is. They declaim 
against Edmunds. "One speech from 
him would have saved Blaine," is heard 
everywhere. 
Smith said as mnch and 


all his friends tako it up. 
All the 


Smith party ara against Edmunds, and 
their watchword is "Edmunds elected 
Cleveland." 


The San Francisco Post says: 
We observe that Eastern Democratic 


journals, in calculating the Senatorial 
probabilities, assume that Nevada is it- 
cure for their party. Tbia in far from 
being the case. Nevada is naturally a 
Republican State, and Senator Fair's 
opponent will have that point—no small 
one—in his favor. 
A Republican Sen- 


ator—John P. Jones—has been re-elect- 
ed s.noe Mr. Fair took his seat. Oat of 
the 
eleven holdover State Senators 


eight are Republicans. This is a dis- 
tinct disadvantage to tbe Democrats. 
Nine Senators and forty Assemblymen 
are to be elected next Pall, and the Re- 
publicans will need to elect bnt twenty- 
three of the whole number to give them 
a majority of one on joint ballot. The 
Domoeiata base tbeir hope of carrying 
the Legislature solely upon the assump- 
tion that Senator Fair will be a candi- 
date for re-election, which ia not at all 
certain. 


Stealing n March »>i t!i" H<>(»U<:ii»>is. 


It is the intention of tbe Presideut to 


complete his list of appointments before 
Congress meets, in order to relieve him- 
self from the combined pressure of poli- 
ticians whom the assembling of that 
body will bring together. He proposes 
to take the office-seeker single-handed, 
or in small detachments, instead of 
waiting for a consolidated attack, when 
Congressmen gather they will find all 
the vacancies that exist, or that are 
likely to occur, have been filled. The 
President said tho other 
day that 


whereever vacancies occurred, - or good 
cause waa shown to justify removals, 
he Tvcmld appoint Democrats to 
office, 


and the best Democrats that could fce 
fennel. 
The 
tennre-of-office law was 


recognized, so far as was consistent with 
the efficiency of the civil service, and 
the party must be patient, and wait for 
vacancies to occur. It waa impossible, 
he said, for a man constantly engaged 
in political controversies to remove bias 
from his mind, and the only vmy to 
secure a con-partisan mimiuistiation of 
public trusts was to divorce 
offioiiil 


power from political leademhip. 
He 


had reached this conclusion 
from his 


own experience, and intended to remove 
all grounds for oridoistn in this direction 
while be hnrl any authority. \Yheu a 
mail accepted office under him, he rmist 
expect to abstain from active particpa- 
tioo in political affairs. He might 
express his views as freely as he choi,o 
in a respecfnl, tolerant way, but 
office- 


holders could not be political luacieis 
and campaign managers, without iloiug 
injustice to the interests they were 
intrusted with, or provoking hostility in 
their opponents. 


Tho 
Views. 


President Cleveland last week ap- 


proved the following as » correct state- 
merit of his 'views concerning th« rela- 
tions of office-holders topolitica: "The 
position assumed by the President iu 
the political content in New York, 
wherein he is credited svith a warm 
personal desire for tho success of tbe 
Democratic ticket, is not the slightest 
degree inconsistent with ths aUitudo 
heretofore occupied by the President 
respecting the question of partisan in- 
terference by tbe 
Administration or 


Federal appointees 10 tha politics of 
that or other States.

permitted, to use their official positions 
or the patronage of their offices in tbe 
interest of party factions. 
They have 


been invested with public trunl, for the 
execution of which they wil! he held to 
a rigid accountability. Purti-au inter- 
ference or use of thfcir offices iu politi- 
cal contests will not be tolerated."

AH Alum Cave. 


The Times-Review suys thsre is a 


most wonderful c.ivo of crystalized alum 
somewhere in the mountains on the 
other side of Independence Valley. 
There are in cabinets, in Austin, speci- 
mens from it contributed by ths discov- 
erers shortly after it was found. J. E. 
Lucas, one of the discoverers, informed 
the writer Borne time ago, that in 1868 
he, in company -with another man, were 
on their way to what is now known as 
MoCann Creek, two miles from the 
present Tasuarora, which was the local- 
ity of what was then termed the Gooie 
Creek pUeer diggings excitaiueut. They 
were traveling ou horsebask with pack 
auiinalH nod got lout in the mountains, 
and camped at a soring, near which 
were a f»w willow or uottouwood trees. 
In the morning, while hunting for their 
horses, they accidentally discovered an 
aperature in tb«i tide of the mountain, 
which was about half the size of an or- 
dinary mining tunnel. They explored 
the opening with candles for a distance 
of fifteen or twenty feet, when they cam* 
to a chamber of iionsiderable size, but of 
irregular ntmpe, the top, sides and floor

President Cleveland's Industry. 


The New York Post's Washington 


correspondent appears to speak with 
some authority, and says the President 
is working a great many hours every 
day, many more than the clerks in the 
Departments, and more than many of 
the under officials, who complain of the 
hardship of their position. 
He allows 


himself absolutely no more leisure than 
is actually neces-jary to preserve his 
health. He 
recognizes that ho has 


made a mistake in some of his appoint- 
ments; also, that they have generally 
been a result of over-confidence in 
Representatives and Senators; some- 
times in the Cabinet offloeru; always in 
persons whom be ought to be able to 
trust. He intends to be at the mercy 
of selfish counselors as little as possible, 
and it is for this reason that he is di- 
recting all his energies to filling all va- 
cancies and to making all important 
removals which he iutanda to make 
prior to the meeting of Congress. Ha 
has found that in a multitude of coun- 
selors there is not wisdom, but confu- 
sion. Ic is his experience, thu* far, 
that be is much less liable to make mis- 
takes, when noting upon his own inde- 
pendent judgment, formed after a care- 
ful personal investigation in every in- 
Btance, than when he depends upon the 
recommendation of those who insist 
that they know everything about agiven 
case, and that he knows nothing. To 
facilitate this work, more attention is 
required to bo paid by the Departments 
to the preparation of the papers of ap- 
plicants far office than ever before. All 
recommendations in important cases are 
digested fccurately, 
briefly 
indexed, Lamps, 


and a siAamary of the points prepared, 
so that the time of the President is 
economized as much as possible. A 
clerk in the appointment office who 
should mike ft misleading digest, or 
improperly back the papers, would be 
very sharply called to account.

The 
process of carbonization—that is, adding 
a large exoess of lime to the juice and 
then precipitating it with carbonic acid, 
was completely successful.
